“About three months later, | was 
asked to begin work on the week ends, 
which continued up until last summer, 
when I began doing full time summer 
work. When school started, I went back 
to my weekend schedule.

‘Platter Party’ is still 
on, although the name has been changed 
to ‘Club 1150,’ using as a theme song

Ask a hundred 
musie men that question and you will 
get one hundred different answers. The 
first time HIT PARADER heard “The 
Yellow Rose Of Texas” we knew it was 
a big one so we tracked fown the pub- 
lishers and writer of the tune and this 
is their story — a story of success that 
has come to people deserving of it.
